EXPERIENCES IN BATTLE. 


I believe, wiitcs a veteran, no two 


£ood soldiers will widely dimigrco as to 
their sensations during battle. 
I take 


it to be a piece of bravado io any man to 
assert that ho had no fear during the 
progress of a long and severe engage 
rneiit. 
A battle is a veritable hell upon 


earth ; not to bo in serious apprehension 
while it lasts is to bo cither drnuk,cru- 
zy, or insensible. The highest typo of 
bravery is that of the man who realizes 


hut sl'cks 


was uiy ex- 


thuac iibout uric, 


repeated a dozen times, that shell filing 
is not ordinarily nearly so demoralizing 
as that ot'mu-kctry. It is not often 
that shells aro thrown ?o that their frag- 
ments scatter death and wounds, and 
their loud humming overhead does not 
cause that nervous tingling which nlways 


j follows the sharp zip '>f the rifle bullet. 


Tlio peculiar cutting .if the air made by 
half a dozen of thote in. onee is apt to 
give tho soldier the idea that the whole 
air is filled with them, and lhat ho is 
certain to be struck by one of them. 
All, I believe, will agree as to the sen- 
sation first caused by the impact of a 
bullet. It is a stunning, numbing feel- 
ing, which for a long time overpowers 
tbo local pain of the wound. In my ex- 
perience, a single buckshot near the hip 
knocked ine flut, and for two days after 
gave'me such aeute pains and such mus- 
cular disturbance from knee to shoulder 
that I could not stand erect. 
Soldiers 


have frequently been prostrated by spent 
balls. 
A curious effect of shell wounds 


is that they do not bleed ; the hot frag- 
ment sears the torn blood vessels and 
stops the effusion. A Minie ball ex- 
tracted from the human body presents 
a remarkable sight, 
I have seen them 


where tho resistance of the flesh had 
turned baok the pointed end on all sides 
with such regularity that the ball re- 
sembled a saucer or a flower.
